Society was struggling with a big | 
debt and hesitated about asking 
for an appropriation to pay for the | 
grounds, if an arrangement could 

have been made by which part of 
the large University appropriation | 
could have been used to help out in 

fencing and clearing the land for 

joint use. No notice was taken of 
the matter at that time, and the 

Society cleared the ground of rock | 
and brush, and fenced and ditched 
it ready for producing alfalfa or. 
anything else, The Society natur- | 
ally does not jump at the proposi- | 
tion to give away the advantages | 
their Directors have gained by 
good management and hard work. 
They are responsible to the people 
for the success of the State Agri-. 
cultural Society, and not for the 
University, and they probably can 
use every dollar of their income 
for the benefit of the State in their 
own department. The Gazerre 
was an ardent advocate at the time 
of this plan to werk the land to-| 
gether and save bonding the State 

to buy additional adobe land on | 
the hill, which never can be made 
fit for such experiments as are 
needed, as well as to save drayvging | 
the Treasury for money to fix up 
the race grounds. But as things 
have shaped themselves, we can 
hardly blame the Society for tak- 
ing care of its side of the case.

+ Many years ago 2 young manin ont | 
of the banks showed such capacity asa 
veller or cashier that some of its cus- 
tomers got up abank for him. Every- 
thing went on successfully. There 
was a habit of lending and borrowing 
between banks, and sometimes between 
them and reliable individuals, and this 
young cashier had such a relation with 
a man supposed to be beyond suspicion. 
One day this man came to him witha, 
large request, no less than the loan of | 
$150,000, equal to half the capital of | 
the bank, which was $300,000. Strange, | 
he gotit, and disappeared not to be) 
found; his kindred could give no in- | 
formation about him; telegraphs, rail- | 
roads, ocean steamers, did not exist to | 

afford inquiry or pursuit. The direc- | 
ors had to be made aware of the loss | 
of half their capital. Their first thought | 
was to reduce their capital to $150,000. 

The young cashier submitted himself, 


to their discretion, but proposed if| ~~ 


allowed to go on todevote himself, all his 
means and energies, to the rehabilita- | 
tion of the capital. The directors ac- | 
ceded to his request. The matter was | 
kept quiet. The bank went on suc- 
cessfully. The cashier paid promptly 
8 per cent. dividend on $300,000, out of | 
$150,000 business. Watching every 
opportunity to make a penny, at the 
end of 15 years he accomplished his 
purpose. The capital of the bank was 
restored. When he began his task he | 
was 30 years old, when he finished it he 
ought to have been in the prime of 
life, only 45, but the incessant strain of | 
those 15 years left him a wreck, and in 
less than five years in the height of his 


usefulness he sank to his grave.

The salary of a member ceases on 
the day of his death. The salary of 
the successor commences the day after 
the decease of the former member, 
though the election may not occur for 
several months. The new member in 
other words, draws pay for time he 
never served. A member is allowed 
twenty cents mileage each way, or 
forty cents a mile one way, and he can 
check for the full amount of both trips 
when he takes his seat. He is allowed 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars a 
year for stationery. The members 
draw their money in different ways. 
Some always overdraw, or, rather, bor- 
row from the head of the bank. They 
borrow, or get in advance, sums rang- 
ing from ten to three hundred dollars, 
and at the end of the month they have 
nothing. The great majority of the 
members draw all that is coming to 
them at the end of each month, partic- 
ularly those who have their families 
with them. Some of them never see 
an outside bank, but let their monthly 
salary remain and draw it out in small 
sums. Others take out their salaries 
and place them in other banks. But 
this is not done as much as formerly.
